A3 CAR GANGS 

Burglars use high-performance cars in cash and jewel raids

Police are hunting “well organ¬ 
ised” teams of cross-county bur¬ 
glars who drive around in 
high-performance sports cars 
targeting homes. 

The men, believed to be trav¬ 
ellers of eastern European origin, 
use BMWs and Audis to get in and 
out of their target area, and often 
raid several homes for cash and 
jewellery in one visit. 

Kingston detectives warned resi¬ 
dents of Kingston, Sutton and 
Croydon to be vigilant, and said so 


far the groups appeared to have 
operated along the A3 corridor, 
particularly in New Malden. 

Police forces in Surrey, Sussex 
and Hampshire are also tracking 
the group. 

Detective Chief Inspector Claire 
Moxon, head of Kingston CID, de¬ 
scribed the gang as “well organ¬ 
ised, but basic burglars”. 

She said: “We seem to have 
teams of three or four coming in 
in high-powered vehicles. 

“They will come in for just one 
day. 

“We can link them by location, 
suspects and their method. Their 
age ranges from late teens into the 
30s. 


“They will try and hide their 
faces by wearing scarves, hats and 
hooded tops. 

“They will operate when it is 
dark, from about 5pm to 8pm. 

“One of the males will act as 
lookout, and then the others will 
establish whether there is any¬ 
body in. 

“They will just force through the 
back door. They are not very deli¬ 
cate in that way. 

“They are just looking for cash 
and jewellery - they do not bother 
with iPads and phones. 

“They are quite well organised, 
but basic burglars. 

“We need people to lock their 
doors, we need people to put lights 


on so it looks like someone is in. 

“We want the public to be quite 
vigilant.” 

The men use cleaning products 
to remove any forensic trace, she 
said. 

Detective Inspector Simon Day 
said: “If someone strange knocks 
on your door and does not really 
have a real purpose, we want a 
phone call. 

“That could be an attempted 
burglary and we need to get 
there.” 

If you see anything suspicious, 
call 999.

New homes and shops could 
soon occupy the land where 
the likes of the Vaccines, 
Kids in Glass Houses and Fu¬ 
neral For a Friend once took 
to the stage. 

Cobham-based property de¬ 
veloper URB Group will host 
a public exhibition to show¬ 
case its plans for the site of 
the former Sir Robert Peel 
pub, in Cambridge Road. 

The iconic venue closed in 
April and was sold off by its 
debt-ridden brewery owner 
Punch Taverns. 

A letter to residents on the 
Cambridge Road estate from 
URB’s PR company said: 
“Our client’s proposals are to 
redevelop the site, formerly 


occupied by the Sir Robert 
Peel public house, into new 
homes and retail space. 

“The site falls within one of 
the Kingston housing oppor¬ 
tunity areas, which has been 
earmarked by Kingston 
Council as an appropriate lo¬ 
cation to deliver much need¬ 
ed new homes in the 
borough.” 

The one-day exhibition will 
open at Kingsmeadow on 
Monday, February 23, from 
3pm to 8pm. 

Jill Preston, from the Cam¬ 
bridge Road estate, said: “We 
are hoping it is social hous¬ 
ing - we have so many stu¬ 
dent accommodations, there 
can’t be any more students 
left. But we will wait and see 
what their plans are.” 

Liberal Democrat ward 
Councillor Bill Brisbane said: 
“I understand the plans have 


changed a great deal from the 
early scheme - a range of 
one, two, three-bedroom flats 
now. It is good because we 
don’t need any more student 
housing. A range of family 
housing is what we want and 
need.” 

A planning application is 
yet to be submitted. 

For many years the Peel 
was one of the borough’s pre¬ 
mier live gig venues, where 
hundreds of up and coming 
young bands performed and 
rehearsed. 

It has seen the likes of 
Jamie T, Gallows and John 
Newman perform. 

The pub was also known for 
its lap dancing, striptease 
and pole dance shows, which 
took place in a separate area 
behind the music room. 

It closed for good on April 
27 last year. 



Vacant High Street 
shop causes a stink 


Shoppers in New Malden are 
being hit with the smell of 
rotting food coming from a 
vacated greengrocer. 

Decaying bread and fruit 
can be seen through the win¬ 
dow grates of Shree Ganesh 
in New Malden High Street, 
and passersby have started to 
complain about a distinct 
smell coming from the shop. 

Shree Ganesh ceased trad¬ 
ing on December 22 last year, 
with a notice stating the shop 
owners had 14 days to remove 
their goods from the premis¬ 
es. 

But shelves are still fully 
stocked with a mixture of 


tinned, dry and fresh foods. 

Alan Dempster, who lives in 
Kingston Road, frequently 
goes past the shop and said 
he has started to notice a 
smell coming from it. 

He said: “It is awful and be¬ 
coming a health hazard. 

“Imagine if it was summer 
and hot with all that food in 
there. Why are they also al¬ 
lowing all that food to go to 
waste? 

“It could have been given 
away to the food banks.” 

A Kingston Council 
spokesman said the authori¬ 
ty was aware of the situation 
and was “looking into it”.

Survey shows dissatisfaction in the south 


Kingston’s Conservative adminis¬ 
tration has promised to reach out 
to the people of Chessington, 
Hook and Malden Rushett, after a 
£95,000 borough-wide survey 
raised “significant issues” with 
residents in those areas. 

The All in One survey, one of 
the Conservatives’ flagship elec¬ 
tion pledges, was launched last 
October. It was designed to guide 
provision of services for the next 
three years. 

Postal surveys, sent to more 
than 60,000 homes, garnered 
roughly a 15 per cent response 
rate. The survey was also avail¬ 
able online. 

Results show that 55 per cent of 
people were either “very” or 
“fairly satisfied” with how the au¬ 
thority ran the borough. 

Nearly a fifth, or 18 per cent, 


were “very” or “fairly dissatis¬ 
fied” - and just one-quarter of 
people believed they could influ¬ 
ence decisions about their area. 

The full survey results, which 
run to more than 90 pages, also re¬ 
veal that 84 per cent of residents 
were satisfied with their area - 
defined as the space within 20 
minutes’ walk from their homes. 

Satisfaction ranged from 92 per 
cent in Canbury ward to 71 per 
cent in Chessington North and 
Hook, with a general trend to¬ 
wards lower satisfaction in south¬ 
ern areas. 

The report, by Qa Research, 
noted: “The level of satisfaction 
with the local area tends to de¬ 
crease as the length of time re¬ 
spondents have lived in Kingston 
increases, although it remains 
high.” 


Deputy council leader Gaj Wal- 
looppillai, who oversaw the sur¬ 
vey, said: “After years of Liberal 
Democrat neighbourhood con¬ 
trol, residents feel like they are 
the forgotten part of [the] bor¬ 
ough. The Conservative adminis¬ 
tration is committed to reversing 
this trend.” 

The south of the borough wards 
- Tolworth and Hook Rise, Chess¬ 
ington North and Hook and 
Chessington South - are tradi¬ 
tional Lib Dem strongholds, with 
Councillor Andrew Day, of Chess¬ 
ington North and Hook, the sole 
Conservative representative. 

Lib Dem leader Liz Green said 
she did not think the survey was 
detailed enough in areas where 
the council spends a lot of its 
money, such as social and care 
services for adults and children. 
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Incinerator plans ‘could 
be at risk of collapsing’

A £lbn incinerator project for 
the borough’s waste disposal 
could be at risk of collapse, ac¬ 
cording to secret documents 
accidentally made public by 
Kingston Council. 

The contract for an energy 
recovery facility at an existing 
landfill and recycling site in 
Sutton is the biggest ever 
signed by Kingston, Sutton, 
Merton and Croydon councils, 
which together make up the 
South London Waste Partner¬ 
ship (SLWP). 

The proposed incinerator, 
due to be built by waste man¬ 
agement company Viridor, 
will handle up to 302,000 
tonnes of non-recyclable rub¬ 
bish from all four councils and 
burn it to create energy dis¬ 
tributed to neighbouring 
homes. 

But restricted documents 
have revealed Viridor is dis¬ 
satisfied with the scope of the 
planning permission, and 
wants to run a bigger, noisier 
site with longer opening 
hours. 

If it fails it said it would be 
“not obliged to proceed to the 
construction of their pro¬ 
posed facility”. 

The restricted report ap¬ 
peared on Kingston Council’s 
website alongside public docu¬ 
ments ahead of a SLWP meet¬ 
ing in Croydon on Tuesday. 

It says: “Viridor has been of 
the view that certain 
conditions of the approval 
could render it ‘unsatisfacto¬ 
ry’ under the terms of the 


project agreement. 

“This does not mean that 
Viridor has at any time 
formed a view that the deci¬ 
sion of the local planning au¬ 
thority was wrong, but 
unsatisfactory planning per¬ 
mission would mean that 
under the terms of the project 
agreement with the partner¬ 
ship they are not obliged to 
proceed to the construction of 
their proposed facility.” 

Opponents, including cam¬ 
paign group Stop the Incinera¬ 
tor, hired a legal team 
including Ed Miliband’s wife 
Justine Thornton in an ulti¬ 
mately unsuccessful bid to 
block the proposals. 

Activist Shasha Khan has 
also lodged an application 
with the Court of Appeal 
against a high court 
judge’s decision to uphold 


planning permission for the 
incinerator. 

The 133-page report also 
includes details of unsuccess¬ 
ful bidders, contracts, fi¬ 
nances and communications 
strategies. Kingston Council 
has since removed the report 
from its website. 

Viridor said in a statement: 
“Viridor has been informed 
that confidential documents 
relating to the contractual 
process were published on the 
Kingston Council website. 

“Unsatisfactory planning” is 
a contractual mechanism en¬ 
abling Viridor to review re¬ 
strictions imposed by the 
planning conditions. 

“Viridor has submitted the 
details required by the plan¬ 
ning conditions to London 
Borough of Sutton and 
these have recently been 


substantially approved. 

“Viridor is not seeking 
amendments to opening hours 
or noise restrictions. Viridor 
continues to wait for the out¬ 
come of [Mr Khan’s] chal¬ 
lenge, currently with the 
Court of Appeal, regarding 
the planning permission 
granted by the London Bor¬ 
ough of Sutton. 

“Viridor looks forward to 
implementing the planning 
permission in the near future 
in order to provide an essen¬ 
tial residual waste solution to 
residents.” 

The papers were due to be 
discussed at a SLWP meeting 
on Tuesday evening as the 
Kingston Guardian went to 
press.

Husband on wife murder charge 


A husband has appeared 
in court accused of mur¬ 
dering his “friendly and 
sweet” wife at the couple’s 
home in New Malden. 

Ray Mills, 65, of Stanley 
Avenue, appeared at the 
Old Bailey on Friday, 
February 13, and was re¬ 
manded in custody until a 
plea hearing in May. 

Police found his wife 


Linda dead in the home on 
Monday, February 9. 

Mr Mills was charged 
with her murder two days 
later, on Wednesday, 
February 11. 

A neighbour paid tribute 
to Mrs Mills, who was in 
her 60s, saying she was a 
quiet woman and kept her¬ 
self to herself. 

The couple are not 


believed to have any chil¬ 
dren, and had been mar¬ 
ried about 20 years. 

The neighbour said: 
“Linda was a very friendly 
and sweet woman but she 
wouldn’t talk to anyone.” 

The house, guarded by a 
police officer as the foren¬ 
sic team examined the 
home, is now quiet and se¬ 
cured by padlocks.

Not guilty of glassing 


A man has been found not 
guilty of glassing another 
clubber at Barcadia on Christ¬ 
mas Eve 2013.

grievous bodily harm last 
Wednesday, February 11, at 
Kingston Crown Court. 

The club lost its licence, but 
has since reopened. 


Park girl ‘consented’ 


A man accused of raping a 
teenager has claimed the girl 
beckoned him over for sex in a 
park and nodded her consent. 

Mojitaba Changi, 33, of Lea 
Bridge Road, Walthamstow, is 
jointly accused with Saeed 
Fatemi, 20, of the same ad¬ 
dress, of anally raping the 
woman, then 18, in Canbury 
Gardens last September. 

He told Kingston Crown 
Court on Monday that he had 
followed Mr Fatemi and the 
woman into the park and seen 
them “playing around” with 
their trousers down. 

The three had walked 
through Kingston town centre 
after Mr Changi and Mr Fate¬ 
mi visited a club. They had 
been staying together with an 
acquaintance in Kingston. 

Mr Changi said he had want¬ 
ed to go home but that Mr 
Fatemi, who was drunk and 
preoccupied with the woman, 
had not heeded his request to 
hand over a key. 

He said that after he reached 
the park, and Mr Fatemi and 
the woman had ended their 
sexual activity: “She was ges¬ 
turing. Saeed stood up and she 


came towards me and she 
started to touch me. 

“She touched my chest area 
and she touched around my 
private area.” 

He added: “I asked her twice 
with both hands thumbs up. 
She said OK with the head.” 

Mr Changi, an Iranian tyre 
dealer and father-of-two, de¬ 
nied he had forced himself on 
the woman or held her down, 
and denied penetrating her 
anus or vagina. Instead, he 
said, he rubbed his penis be¬ 
tween her legs. 

But last Friday prosecutor 
Sally Fudge told the court that 
a DNA sample taken from 
semen inside the woman’s 
anal canal matched Mr 
Changi’s. 

Semen found on the 
woman’s jeans matched Mr 
Fatemi’s, she added. 

Last Friday Miss Fudge told 
the court the pair were ac¬ 
cused of a “brutal attack on a 
young and vulnerable girl who 
was barely into adulthood”. 

Mr Fatemi chose not to give 
evidence in the trial, his 
lawyer, Nathan Palmer, said 
on Monday.

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Block ‘not fit’ for school

Children signed up to a new 
free school in Kingston will 
spend at least one year in tem¬ 
porary accommodation, after 
the office block where the 
school was due to open was 
deemed not fit for purpose. 

Kingston Community 
School, run by Christian com¬ 
munity group Chapel St, was 
due to open in September at 
the five-storey Kingstons 
House in Coombe Road. 

The building was bought last 
year by the Education Fund¬ 
ing Agency (EFA) for an 
undisclosed sum from devel¬ 
oper CNM Estates, for the pur¬ 
pose of opening a two-form 
entry primary school. 

But Chapel St has an¬ 
nounced the building is not 
yet fit for purpose and will not 
be ready in time. An alterna¬ 
tive location is yet to be found. 


A spokeswoman for Chapel 
St said the situation was “not 
unusual” for free schools. 

She said: “They [EFA] are 
currently working on the de¬ 
velopment of the site, to en¬ 
sure the building is fit for 
purpose. 

“The EFA is still in negotia¬ 
tions with a number of land¬ 
lords concerning a temporary 
site and so we are not able to 
confirm the precise location. 

“In common with many 
other free schools, we expect 
the school will be in tempo¬ 
rary accommodation for the 
first year. 

“As we have experience of 
this arrangement for all of 
our other free schools we are 
very confident that the chil¬ 
dren will receive an outstand¬ 
ing education.” 

When asked how many fami¬ 
lies had applied for a place 
in September, the spokeswom¬ 
an said: “We do not comment 
on student or application 
numbers.” 


As a trust, Chapel St spon¬ 
sors seven schools, including 
Kingston Community School. 

Last year it opened a prima¬ 
ry school for 17 pupils in tem¬ 
porary accommodation in 
Morden. The permanent site 
is yet to open. 

Councillor Andrea Craig, 
lead member for children, 
youth and adult learning, 
said: “I think people will be 
quite relieved it is not going to 
open in an office block be¬ 
cause there were issues. 

“I think it is sensible they 
have decided that the building 
needs to be rebuilt so it is bet¬ 
ter equipped for a primary 
school.” 

She added that the 
temporary school location 
would “serve the immediate 
community”. 

But Councillor Margaret 
Thompson, opposition mem¬ 
ber for children, youth and 
adult learning, said: “We had 
much hoped it would open in 
time, but clearly that is not 


going to happen and that 
is a great disappointment to 
everyone. 

“Part of the problem is that 
free schools are not in the 
hands of the local authority - 
which makes planning for the 
future much much more diffi¬ 
cult. This is an example of 
where the system can go 
wrong.” 

A spokesman from the De¬ 
partment for Education said: 
“Free schools are a vital part 
of our plan for education. 

“They are giving thousands 
more parents the choice 
of a high-quality school, 
often with a particular ethos 
or curriculum, and helping 
drive up standards across the 
board. 

“Many of them - like 
Kingston Community School - 
open on temporary sites. 

“We have secured a perma¬ 
nent site for the school and are 
working to identify a suitable 
temporary home for them to 
move to as soon as possible.”

Plans to build student flats on 
a disputed plot of land in 
north Kingston have been 
thrown into question after 
the owners applied to build a 
residential scheme on the site 
as well. 

Land acquisition company 
Goldcrest, which already has 
permission to demolish the 
Kingsgate Business Centre 
and build 210 student flats, 
has now applied under per¬ 
mitted development rights to 
convert the existing office 
block into 29 residential 
units. 

And councillors have admit¬ 
ted they have no idea what 
the company now plans for 
the land, which Kingston 
Council had once earmarked 
as a potential site for a much- 
needed primary school. 

Kingston’s Liberal Demo¬ 
crat leader Liz Green said: “It 
does not necessarily mean 
there won’t be student accom¬ 
modation - who knows. 

“We can speculate, but none 
of us know what they are 
thinking or planning. Only 
they can say what they are 
thinking and what they plan 
to do.” 

Conservative Councillor 
David Cunningham, lead 
member for environment and 
transport, said: “They can 


convert the office into resi¬ 
dential flats - I don’t know 
how they would square that 
with the planning permission 
that they already have. 

“I don’t want to speculate. 
You should ask them what 
they want to do.” 

Goldcrest had not respond¬ 
ed to requests for comment as 
the Kingston Guardian went 
to press. 

The Kingsgate Business 
Centre is a key area of the 


north Kingston development 
brief, which also includes the 
former gas holders site in 
Sury Basin and the council- 
owned Canbury Place car 
park. 

Originally Goldcrest had 
been willing to swap the 
site for the car park, but 
after councillors stalled on 
the deal, the company suc¬ 
cessfully appealed to the 
Planning Inspectorate to 
build student flats at 


Kingsgate on the grounds of 
non-determination. 

A consultation for residents 
to comment on the new resi¬ 
dential development will be 
open until February 27. 

New laws introduced by 
Communities Secretary Eric 
Pickles in May 2013 mean that 
developers do not currently 
have to apply for full planning 
permission to convert office 
blocks into flats, and can 
proceed under permitted

development rights. 

The loophole has seen 
Kingston Council inundated 
with change of use schemes 
since May 2013, and has been 
able to do little about them. 

Two weeks ago councillors 
agreed to withdraw permitted 
development rights for 
change of use from office to 
residential without planning 
permission. 

The powers come into effect 
on October 1.

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Mini-Holland plans 


are ‘very different’

Kingston Council’s former lead 
member for transport has 
claimed the current designs for 
the £32m mini-Holland project are 
not the same as the ones he saw 
when it was approved. 

Simon James, who lost his Bev¬ 
erley ward seat in May, was a se¬ 
nior member of the Liberal 
Democrat administration that 
oversaw the successful bid for a 
share of the Mayor of London’s 
£100m cycling initiative last 
March. 

But after new drawings showed 
a drastically scaled-down vision 
for the first phase of works in 
Portsmouth Road, cyclists raised 
concerns the scheme was unsafe. 

At the moment the plans show 
about 25 per cent of the road 


separated for cyclists and the rest 
made up of painted cycle lanes. 

If the present design went 
ahead, Portsmouth Road would 
have a 2m-wide cycle lane run¬ 
ning down each side of the road 
and a 6m lane for two-way 
traffic with no central line. 

The average car is al¬ 
most 2m wide, meaning 
traffic would be travel¬ 
ling at about 50cm 
from the edge of the 
cycle lane. 

Mr James, himself a 
keen cyclist, said: “I 
have seen a couple of im¬ 
ages and it looks very dif¬ 
ferent to the original scheme 
we had planned. We planned 100 
per cent segregation for cyclists.” 

A consultation on the 
Portsmouth Road works closes on 
February 18. 

Enabling work is proposed to 
start on April 15 with 


construction work planned to 
start in July. 

Richard Lewis, benefit and reali¬ 
sation manager for the mini-Hol- 
land project, said: “Great change 
is made in small ways. In my 
opinion a lot of cycling 
schemes have been 
over-engineered. 

“Studies have shown 
removing the central 
line in the road makes 
drivers pass cyclists 
much more slowly. 
Having said that, every¬ 
one has to remember we 
are still at consultation 
stage and we are here to 
listen to residents’ concerns 
and bend to them. At the moment 
what we are hearing is that people 
want more segregation.” 

Transport for London, which is 
paying for the project, will not re¬ 
lease the funds until it is satisfied 
with Kingston’s plans, he added. 




‘No green space lost’ in Eden Quarter plan 


Fairfield recreation ground will 
not be paved over to accommodate 
market stalls - but the tumbling 
phone boxes could still be on the 
move. 

Councillors have waived 
through the controversial Eden 
Quarter development brief last 
week, with a few amendments to 
some of the early ideas. 

Although the prospect of mov¬ 
ing the weekly Monday Market to 
Fairfield from the Cattle Market is 
still a possibility, the revised brief 
states there wiU be no hard land¬ 
scaping and “no green space will 
be lost”. 

Some permeable surfacing 
would need to be considered if the 


market did move, the brief adds. 

Other suggestions for the Mon¬ 
day Market include keeping it at 
its current location in an indoor 
market hall or keeping the market 
alongside other new buildings. 

The brief also plans for 1,200 
new homes, a rerouted bus net¬ 
work and a new public square 
with restaurants and retail 
spaces. 

The potential relocation of the 
iconic telephone sculpture Out of 
Order away from the entrance to 
Old London Road is also included 
in the revised brief. 

A consultation into the develop¬ 
ment last year saw 107 responses 
that showed most people were 


against changes to the Fairfield 
and tall buildings coming into the 
town. 

Grove ward Liberal Democrat 
Councillor Chrissie Hitchcock 
said: “The public have not shown 
such an interest in a development 
since the Kingfisher was built at 
the Fairfield. I think there will be 
a fight as the planning applica¬ 
tions come in.” 

Grove ward Conservative Coun¬ 
cillor Phil Doyle said: “Kingston is 
in need of development. 

“I feel the previous administra¬ 
tion neglected the development of 
Kingston and continue to object to 
the development that this admin¬ 
istration is working on.”

Fly-tipping fills up recycling pods 


Recycling pods in New Malden are 
being removed after claims they 
attract fly-tipping and are not 
used for their purpose. 

Mattresses, large pieces of fur¬ 
niture and glass alcohol bottles 
have been found next to the bins 
that are supposed to be used for 
recycling plastic bottles, tins and 
newspapers. 

There are seven pods in the 
Maidens and Coombe area and 
surveys have shown that only 23 
per cent of them were full at the 
time of collection and 31 per cent 


were completely empty. 

Just over half of the bins were 
found to be contaminated with 
non-recyclable rubbish meaning 
the entire contents had to go to 
landfill. 

Council waste officer Jo Reid 
said: “The pods are producing two 
tonnes of recyclable waste a year, 
which contributes 0.02 per cent of 
the borough wide recycling rate. 

“The problem with the pods is 
that they are the focal point for 
fly-tipping and even replacing 
them with general litter bins 


would not solve this problem. 

“They do not produce quality re¬ 
cycling even if they were used 
properly.” 

The Maidens and Coombe 
neighbourhood committee agreed 
to have all the pods removed by 
the end of March this year. 

Sam Hermitage, from Kingston 
Green Radio, said: “If the council 
put some thought into educating 
people about recycling there 
would not be so much of a prob¬ 
lem. Removing the pods is a quick 
answer, but not the answer.”

Immortal is an original real-time 
play that explores the moments after 
five English Air-Bombers crash-land 
in enemy territory during the Second 
World War. 

The men struggle with the painful 
decision to leave behind their injured 
comrade, or risk getting caught. 

The play is the first major project for 
Grean Tea Productions, a production 
company set up by five students from 
East Surrey College. 

Nicole Burley set up Grean Tea and 
is directing the production, which is 
playing for two nights. 

She says: “Everyone in the cast is be¬ 
tween 17 and 19 years old, including 
all of the backstage creatives, so we 
have been having a really great time 
together throwing ideas off one anoth¬ 
er. It has a really dark and gripping 
subject matter but there is humour in 
there too. 

“Because we are all a similar age we 
are on the same level, which I think is 
important when you’re doing quite an 
intense play.” 

Despite the young cast this is cer¬ 
tainly no amateur production. Immor¬ 
tal was written by Ciaran McConville, 
who directed the Rose’s Christmas 
show The Lion the Witch and the 
Wardrobe and co-produced by 
Finn Cole, of BBC Two’s Peaky 
Blinders.

The most challenging part is 
race day, with most runners 
never having run the full dis¬ 
tance.

they suddenly develop and re¬ 
port on feeling hungry. 

One of the most important 
things for many runners is to 
find interesting routes, which 
do not involve just running 
loops of the same block, to 
keep the mind occupied and 
away from the fact you may be 
tired and bored. 

While it may seem obvious, 
wearing correct shoes can 
prevent injuries and painful 
niggles from developing. 

Lauren Skyring, 26, from 
Battersea, is training for the 


Paris marathon in April and 
says: “I try to run to or from 
work, which is 3.5 miles, two 
or three times a week. But due 
to social agreements that 
doesn’t always go to plan. 

“Then I get my miles up at 
the weekend when I have 
more time. I also go to the 
gym to work on different body 
areas. My knees have made 
me realise that I will now only 
push for one 20-mile run be¬ 
fore the actual marathon. So I 
will stick to shorter runs of 
five to eight miles between 
now and April and just work 


on my style
